GREENWICH OBSERVATORY'S 
‘PERIL. 


Ita Usefulness Threatened. 


* Tf St comes to a question of one or the 
other going, it will not be Greenwich 
Observatory!" This was the prophecy 
ventured upon by Sir William Obriatie, the 
Astronomer Royal, to-one of the Standard's 
reprosentatives when questioned about 
the possible effects of the County 
Council's néw gonerating etatfon on the 
scientific work uf that world-famous institu- 
tion ‘'We, of course, petitioned against 
the Billa of the London County Connoil 
pnder which the govorating station is being 
constructed,” he added, “‘whon we aw 


that “thero was likely to be some inter- 
ference with the observatory and ita work, 
and we cbtained 's protective clause gdard- 
{ng all our{instrumente againat any demage 
arising from the use-of electricity. The 
only question now is—so far as the legal 
aspect of the matter is concorned—whother 
or not that clauao governs the generation of 
electricity.
